1943  was  more  or  less  a  normal  year  apart  from  two 
outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles,

Only  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  cropped  up. and  heie  of 
course  credit  must  be  given  to  the  Immunisation  Clinics  which 
have  been  held  each  month ,  During  1943  49  pre-school  children 
and  100  school  children  wore  immunised  by  me. 


148  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  but  the  type  of 
the  disease  was  mild  and  no  deaths  occurred*  » 

163  cases  of  Measles  were  reported  and  here  again  the 

type  was  on  the  whole  mild  and  no  deaths  were  recorded*

50  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  reported* 

Tuberculosis;-  17  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year,  10  pulmonary  and  7  non-pulmonary*

charge  of  the  First  _^id  Post  and  the  Rescue  and  Ambulance 
Services  I  would  once’  again  like  to  voice  my  appreciation  of  the 
services  rendered  by  the  members 0  The  attendances  at  practices 
have  been  particularly  good  and  the  members  have  been 
exceptionally  keen  in  carrying  out  their  duties*
